Health Awareness At Gould 


The Health Committee consists of students, Mrs. Donovan and 
Mrs. Gilbert. We met in the fall and in the spring to discuss differ¬ 
ent issues and to plan several activities that would involve the stu¬ 
dents in the school. 

In the beginning of the school year we organized a game night in 
Gehring lounge with snacks and drinks, to relieve stress of being 
back at school and away from home. 

We met with the food service staff and discussed what we could 
improve in the Gould menu focusing mainly on the vegetarians at 
Gould. As a result of this meeting, a new vegetarian cookbook was 
incorporated and new meals started showing up on the Gould 
menu. 

In November the Health Committee organized the annual 
Gould Academy Blood Drive. Almost 100 donors came to give 
blood which made this event successful and helped to save 200 to 
300 lives! 

The trip to Washington D.C. to see the Aids Memorial Quilt 
was the major part of this year’s Health Committee. Thirteen stu¬ 
dents as well as the two nurses went to D.C. from October 10 to 
October 13. We spent two days at the National Mall. Seeing the 
Quilt was an emotional experience for all of us. 40,000 panels, 1 
mile long, were spread out all over the National Mall from the 
steps of the Capitol to the Washington Monument. The panels 
represented one or more people that died of AIDS. At the quilt the 
students signed up for volunteer Quilt Monitors which meant mak¬ 
ing sure that nobody steps on the panels and keeping it clean. We 
also had the chance to be there when an American President visit¬ 
ed the AIDS Quilt for the first time in American History. The 
Candlelight March that was led by Elizabeth Taylor was another 
moving experience. It felt like being in the middle of an ocean of 
candles. 

The experiences of this trip opened up possibilities to educate 
the student body of Gould Academy more about AIDS which was 
done in an assembly. The talk with Dave about more varieties in 
the Gould menu created a more diverse meal plan that also took 
vegetarians into consideration. Overall, the Health Committee 
tried to make the Gould campus a healthier and more educated 
campus.
